CENTRAL ASIA MAIL. Nodir, EY8MM, reports some DXers in Central Asia are having 
some difficulties with the local postal system in their countries and would like to make some 
suggestions in QSLing to these areas: 


1. Do not send Hard curency. (Even if you think it easier for you and better for DX. Post 
officers will still find it and discard the opened envelope.) 

2. Send 2 IRC which will cover all postage. 

3. FYI air mail tarriffs: 


EX-land 11.30 soms 90 cents 
EY-land 210 Rubles 72 cents 
UN-land 47 tenge 72 cents 


4. Use a label for both addresses (return/receiver). 
5. If you don't need a QSL urgently use the bureau service. 


CQ, INSUA ISLAND (Portugal). The following team will activate IOTA EU-150 from July 
26-29th: CTIZW, CT1BQH, CTIBWW, CTICJJ, CTIDVV, CTIEEB, CTIENQ, CTIESV, 
CTIETZ and CT1FMX. This 4 day operation, which includes activity in the IOTA Contest, 
will be on all bands on SSB/CW, but no RTTY on this trip. Outside the IOTA Contest they will 
have 3 stations running simultaneously.

Operators G3KHZ, G3SJJ and G3TMA (IOTA Contest Co-ordinator) 
will be active as GU6D from this Guernsey Island group (EU-114) during this year's IOTA

KG4, GUANTANAMO BAY. Bill, KQ4GC, will be going here July 12-18th. He will operate 
on all bands, RTTY and SSB. His callsign will be KG4GC. QSL to home call (KQ4GC) with 
SASE please. 


KH0, MARIANAS ISLANDS. JA6CNL and JAGIP will be active from Saipan, July 14-17th, 
as KHON and KH0/JAG6IP, respectively. Activity will be on 80-10 meters, including the 
WARC bands and 6 meters.

NEWS ON KH1, KH3, KH4, AND KHS. The following was from WASHINGTON (AP): 
U.S. Senator Daniel Akaka wants the federal government to give the state of Hawaii 
jurisdiction over seven U.S. possessions in the Pacific region. Akaka's "Insular Areas 
Consolidation Act of 1996" would transfer jurisdiction over Baker Island (KH1), Jarvis Island 
(KH5), Howland Island (KH1), Johnston Atoll (KH3), Kingman Reef (KH5K), Midway Island 
(KH4), and Palmyra Atoll (KH5) to Hawaii (KH6). The bill was prompted by the revelation 
that the new owners of Palmyra Atoll - KVR Inc. of New York - want to create a nuclear waste 
storage facility there. The Hawaii congressional delegation and state officials oppose the 
proposal. "My legislation will give the state of Hawaii a stronger voice in the fate of U.S. 
possessions in the Pacific that currently are not part of any state or territory," Akaka said. 
Similar legislation was introduced in the House last year.

Activity 
on RTTY will take place July 17-29th. 


PALESTINE OPERATION WRAP-UP. From a portion of a press release from Ray, 
G3NOM, and JA1UT, Yoshi states: "An operation took place from the Gaza Strip, Palestine 
from 14th - 22nd June, 1996. The operators were JALUT, JAIUPA, JA8CDG, JA8RUZ/KH2Y, 


and G3NOM. Callsigns used were JA1UT/ZC6 etc. Approximately 6000 QSOs were made 
mainly on 7,14, and 21 MHz, CW/SSB and RTTY. The operation was linked with a United 
Nations aid project, to improve communications between certain hospitals and ambulances in 
the Gaza area, and to establish communications at the newly constructed Palestine International 
Airport. Therefore, amateur radio operating was a secondary activity. It may be of interest to 
note, from the DXCC point of view, that amongst other things, the Palestine Authority has a 
National Assembly, issues its own passports, and postage stamps, has its own police force, and 
judicial system, and importantly from the amateur radio view, the Ministry of Posts and 
Telecommunications is the authority that assigns, frequencies and licences for 
telecommunications services in Palestine. The regulations for the amateur radio service are 
already established. Three Palestine nationals have been licensed, and during this visit 
arrangements have been made to set up an amateur radio station in the MPT headquarters - 
ZC6MPT. Equipment and antennas have been donated by the JA1UT group. Details of the 
formal regulations for guest licences are presently being drafted, and several temporary licences 
have been issued to visitors." ADDED NOTE: OPDX InterNet Subscribers will receive the 
complete press release as an additional bulletin. 


P4, ARUBA. Look for Bob this week signing P40I. He will be there from July 4-9th. Activity 
will be on all bands CW/SSB. QSL via CBA. Dennis, AA7VB, will be here July 11-16th, 
primarily for the IARU Contest.

17th. Operations will be on CW/SSB all bands, including the IARU HF Championship. QSL 
to VE3HO.
